Gahelet charges Senators probe how banks 
control large companies

‘ WASHINGTON (Ofna). —

populist question nowadays re 

fers less to the land and visible 


Property of the United States thar Co. 


to the ownership of shares in the 
giant industrial corporations; and 
since the beginning of the century, 
when they were dominated by the 
“malefactora of great wealth” — 
led by John Ὁ), Rockefeller of Stan- 
dard Oi] — the answer to the ques- 
tion has been less obviously spec- 
tacular. For many of the shares 
in the major corporations are owr- 
ed hy anonymous-looking insurance 
companies, pension funds and banks 
Tepresenting thougands of smalicy 
investors, 

The question of ownership, many 
economists insist, has become much 
less relevant in the face of strong 
Managements and fragmented share- 
holders, Yet the question still lin- 
ers, for howerer anonymous the 
shareholdings, there must be dis- 
tinct individuals deciding where to 
invest. The difficulty for outsiders 
has been to make any sense of the 
mames that appear on the lists of 
shareholders, 

Last year two Senators, heading 
two sub-committees of the Senate's 
Committee on Government Opera- 
thons, decided it was important to 
find out more about corporate own- 
ership. Both of them are eccentric 
but outspoken men: Lee Metcalf of 
Montana and Edmund Muskie of 
Maine. Metcalf began his inquiry in 
the simplest possible way: he 
simply wrote to the heads of the 
324 largest corporations in Amer- 
ica, asking for the Ust of their 
30 biggest stocitholders and the size 
of their holdings. 

Most of them declined, for reasons 
of confidentiality, but 89 of them 
did provide the facts asked for. 
Even those replies did not, at first 
sight, appear very promising, for 
the 30 biggest shareholders consist- 
ed mostly of “nominees” or “street 
names,” which mean nothing to lay 
Mmen, bleak little names like “Cudd 


and Co.” “Pace and Co." “Carson 
and Co.” and most often of all 
“Cede and Co,” all of them 


concealing somebody else. 


MASSIVE COVER-UP 
Senator Metealf's staff, however, 
soon burrowed further, and sought 
out the key in 2 publication called 
the “Nominee List,” published by 
the American Society of Corporate 
Secretaries, The list reveals that 
“Cudd and Co.” means the Chase 
Manhattan Bank. “Pace and Co." 
means the Mellon National Bank. 
“Carson and Co.” means the Mor- 
gan Guaranty Trust, As for the amzi- 
present “Cede and Co." (pronounced 
“seedy”), it is the nominee for the 
New York Stock Exchange, thus 
concealing a mass of brokerage 
firms which use its convenient alias. 
The fact that the big banks thus 
their holdings: constituted, 
as the Senators complained, ‘a mas- 
sive cover up of the extent to 
avhich 


was enough evidence from the rep- 
les to show that a few big banks 
owned much bigger chunks than 
had hitherto been supposed. 

The results were published this 
month in ἃ, hefty 400-page volume 
of tables and statistics, interspersed 
with analysis and outspoken cri- 
ticism. The tables showed a recur- 
ring pattern through most of the 
companies — the principal share- 
holders being five New York banks 
and one Boston one. Again and

Most striking of all 1s the own- 
ership of two of the three TV net- 
works, The biggest, CBS, has 38 
per cent of its shares owned by 
11 banks, led by the Chase Man- 
hattan with 14 per cent, and the 
third biggest, ABC, has 34 per cent 
of its shares owned by eight banks, 
led by Eankers Trust (11 per cent) 
and Chase Manhattan (7 per cent}. 
The disclosure of the very similar 
ownership of these rival broadeast- 
ers has a specia) relevance, for the 
control of TV compamies is sup- 
posed to be carefully inspected and 
regulated by a Government agency, 
the Federal Communications Com- 
mission. 

The individual shareholdings may 
not seem spectacular to the out- 
sider, but with large numbers of 
small shareholders, a five per cent 
holding can carry a decision on the 
Board, Congress usually regards 10 
Per cent as constituting control and 
according to a 1968 Congress re- 
port on commercial banks, “even 
one or two per cent of stock in a 
publicly-zeld corporation can gain 
tremendous influence over a com- 
Pany’s policies and operations," 

Torougkout the big industrial 
companies, it is the New York 
banks that recur most often and 
one bank in partiewlar: the Chase 
Manhattan. Its shareholdings among 
the 89 companies which replied to 
Senator Metcalf include 10.5 per 
cent of the biggest supermarket 
chain, Safeway; nine per cent of 
American Airlines, eight per cent 
of United Airlines and National 
Airlines; seven per cent of North- 
west Airlines; nine per cent of the 
eonglomerate Litton Industries; and 
between six and eight per cent of 
four railroad companies. The exten- 
sive koldings in companies were 
maiched by suitable interlocking 
directorships. Thus the board of 
the Chase Manhattan includes the 
chairman of Atlantic Richfield (tof 
which Chase owns 4.5 per cent), 
who is also a director of CBS (of 
which Chase owns 14 per cent). 

And who controls this master- 
bank? Among the many share 
holders of Chase Manhattan there is 
only one individual with as much 
as a one per cent holding: David 
Rockefeller, himself the chairman 
of the bank and the grandson of 
the original Rockefeller of Standard 
OY. Thus in the middle of this 
Corporate maze, we are back to the 
old dominating family. 

BANKS MOVE SOFTLY 


It would be a mistake to imagine 
Rockefeller, or other banks’ boards, 
intervening crudely with companies 
where it has a big stake, like ABC 
or CBS, to enforce their viewpoints. 
Much of the banks’ investment is 
in the form of trusts and the banks 
Jmow, that they cannot, throw. their 
"weight asout without inviting “po= 
litical trouble; indeed, many big in- 
vestors profess their determination 
not to get mixed up in manage- 
ment. 

Yet the great concentration of 
ownership by a very few banks, 
however aloof they may remain, 
cannot but influence the atmasphere 
of investment. In particular, there 
are accusacions, brought out in Se- 
nator Metcalf's report, that the 
banks encourage a “two-tier market"; 
that is, they constantly overvalue 
the shares of the giant corporations 
and undervalue the smaller ones 
— causing among other things the 
smaller companies to become easy 
targets for take-over by bigger 
ones particularly (they com- 
plain) by overseas companies. 

A wider charge is that this small 
group of big investors has a quite 
disproportionate influence on deci- 
sions which effect public policy — 
including a whole range of foreign 
policy decisions — oil companies 
dealing with Middle East Govern- 
ments, milling companies dealing 
with the Soviet Union, or utilities 
providing public service. In such 
decisions, it is argued by their Con- 
gressional critics, the big banks can 
Provide a climate and a framework 
which reflects the interests of only 
a tiny and narrow community. 

Senator Metcalf’s reports makes 
it clear that this is only the be- 
ginning of their investigation, and 
that it will be followed by further 
questions, 2nd by public hearings. 
The committee is in a strong po- 
sition to insist on proper answers 
for many of the giant companies 
are, astensibly at Jeast, under the 
surveillance of one of the regulat- 
ing agencies —- the Federal Com- 
munications Commission, the Fed- 
eral Power Commission, 
Aeronautics Board, εἴς — whch 
are empowered, and supposed to ob- 
tain full details of their ownership. 

How far Metcalf and his com- 
mittee will succeed in uncovering 
the fuller facts about corporate own- 
ership will depend greatly on the 
political climate. But in the cur- 
rent mood of scepticism about the 
social role of the giant companies 
— particularly the ofl companies 
— it seems likely that the old 
question of who owns America will 
again stir up some political sup- 
port.

Court of Criminal Appeals 


Avraham Shmueli, Appellant, 


61/78) 


The Supreme Court dismissed an 
appeal against a judgment of the 
Jerusalem District’ Court delivered 
on November 10, 1972 (in CrA.43/72) 

The appellant, a Police officer, 
was found guilty by the Jerusalem 
District Court of, amongst other 
things, allowing one, Sasson Cohen, 
to drive an unlicensed lorry under 
the policeman's control, while Ca- 
hen had no valid driving licence, 
contrary to sections 2 and 10(b) 
of the Traffie Ordinance: of pro- 
curing Sasson Cohen to drive the 
Jorry in question while his disquali- 
fication from holding a driving-li- 
cence was still in force, contrary 
to section 67 of the Traffic Or- 
dinance and section 23(1:(d) of the 
Criminal Code Ordinance: and of a 
breach of trust by a public officer, 

Section 2 of the Traffie Ordi- 
hance (New Version) provides that: 
“A person shall not drive or permit 
another person to drive any vehicle 
of which such first-mentioned per- 
son has contre] unless a valid ve- 
hicle Uecence granted under this Or- 
dinance, exists in respect thereof..." 


Section 101b) of the Ordinance lays 
down that the owner, or person hav- 
ing control of, any vehicle shall 
not permit it to be driven by a 
person who does not hold a valid 
driving licence. 


The appellant was sentenced to 
six months’ imprisonment and a fine 
of 112,000 and was disqualified 
from holding a driving licence for 
12 months. He appealed against his 
conviction and sentence to the 
Supreme Court. 


Mr. S. Toussia-Cohen appeared 
for the appellant and Mrs, D. Bie- 
nish, Assistant State Attorney, for 
the State. 


Judgment 

The President, who delivered the 
judgment of the Supreme Court, 
first considered the appellant's ar- 
gument that only the owner of a 
vehicle which has been driven with- 
out a valid licence may be charged 
under secthon 2 of the Traffic Or- 
dinance. The wording of section 2, 
he held, makes it unambiguously 
clear that it is sufficient for an 
unlicensed vehicle to have been in 
the control of the person who per- 
mitted it to be driven, in order for 
that person to be guilty of the 
offence specified therein. Further- 
more, contmued the President, the 
appellant's argument that in ac- 
cordance with English jurisprudence 
the criterion of ownership of the 
vehicle is the only valid one in 
finding a person liable for allowing 
another person to use a motor ve- 
hicle, is unfounded. For although 
it is true that in Lioyd v. 
(1953, 1 All E.R. 291) upon which 
the appellant's counsel had relied, 


the English court had held that ἴῃ. 
order to make 8 person liable for’ 


permitting another person to use a 
motor vehicle, the first person must 
be in a position to forbid the other 
to use the motor vehicle. Lord God- 
dard had added the reservation that 
the person in such a position could 
also be someone tto whom the owner 
has entrusted the vehicle and wha 
has the care, management and con- 
trol of if. As, therefore, in the 
case under consideration, the unli- 
censed vehicle had been under the 
control of the appellant, it was the 
appellant, held the President, who 
had been in a position to forbid the 
use of the vehicle. He had, how- 
ever, on the contrary, employed Co- 
hen to drive the vehicle and was, 
therefore, guilty of the two of- 
fences of permitting a person to 
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drive an unlicensed vehicle and of 
permitting the vehicle to be driven 
by a person who does not hold ἃ 
valid driving licence. ᾿ 

The President then went on to 
consider the appellant's argument 
that in the case of the charge of 
Procuring Cohen to drive the lorry 
in question while his disqualifica- 
tion from holding a driving Lirence 
was still in force, the prosecution 
bad not been entitied to a convic- 
tion on the basis of Cohen’s sole 
evidence of the appellant's know- 
ledge of his disqualification, as Co- 
hen was a party to this offence 
and his evidence therefore needed 
corroboration. 

He noted that in accordance with 
the doctrine of offenders, as laid 
down in section 23 of the Criminal 
Code Ordinance, the actual per- 
Petrator of a criminal act, as well 
as the person who counsels or pro- 
cures him to commit it, are prin- 
cipal offenders and equally guilty of 
the same offence. So that in the 
Present case, the District Court had 
erred in holdig that the criminal 
conduct of a person who counsels 
or procures another to commit an 
offence constitutes a separate and 
independent offence. This was so 
despite the fact that section 23(2) 
of the Criminal Code lays down 
that a person accused of counsel- 
ling or procuring the commission of 
an offence may be οἱ either 
with commiting the offence or with 
counselling and procuring its com- 
mission. For, continued the Presi- 
dent, this latter provision is a pure- 
ly procedural one and may not be 
interpreted as meaning that an ac- 
cessory before the fact is deemed to 
have committed a special, indepen- 
dent offence. On the contrary, all 
it does is give the prosecution the 
procedural option of charging the 
counselor or procurer with being 
the principal offender or with hav- 
ing counselled, or procured, the 
offence. 


The result is, the President went 
on to point out, that the appellant 
and Cohen had actually been in- 
volved in the same offence and 
Cohen's evidence had, therefore, re- 
quired corroboration. However, as 
there had been sufficient corrobora- 
tion of Cohen's testimony in the 
remaining evidence the appellant 
had been rightly convicted of an 
offence against section 67 of the 
Traffic Ordinance. 


In conclusion, the President dis- 
missed the argument that the ap- 
peliant should not have been found 
guilty of a breach of trust by a 
public officer, contrary to section 
140 of the Criminal Code, as per- 
mitting Cohen to drive the lorry 
in question had not been “in the 
discharge of the duties of ‘his office," 
within the meaning of that sec- 
tion. In accordance with the ‘provi- 
sions of the Police Ordinance, he 
held, it is the duty of every police 
Officer “to take due cognizance of 
the οἱ on any road or 
highway or in any public street, 

‘are or place, of any of- 
fence," and it is irrelevant whe- 
ther the place where the offence is 
committed comes within the pre- 
seribes of the area in which the 
Police officer usually performs his 
Police duties, or not. The appellant 
should, therefore, have prevented 
Cohen from driving without a valid 
licence, even though the latter had 
driven the lorry in question near 
Jericho and not in the Jerusalem 
area where the appellant had served 
as a polfce officer (see also sec- 
tion 3 of Hmergency Regulations — 
Offences Committed in Israel-held 
Areas, 1967). The fact, therefore, 
that the appellant had not only 
prevented Cohen from doing so, but 
had procured him to drive without 
a licence, constituted a breach of 
trust on his part and he had right- 
ly been found guilty of this of- 
fence, 


Having held that the appeal 
against the conviction should be dis- 
missed, the President concluded that 
as the appellant had exploited the 
Powers vested in him by virtue of 
his police functions for his private 
ends and had thereby besmirched 
the police force, his punishment 
should give fit expression to the 
court's condemnation of his acts, 
and the sentence imposed by the 
court of lower instance should, 
therefore, be confirmed.

Woa’aretz (non-party) says: “The 
NRP is exploiting the weakness of 
the Alignment to press its demand 
for Haladhic conversion. Should the 
Alignment give in, it will bear res- 
ponsibility for abrogation of one 
of the few tolerant pieces of legisla- 
tion in the country. The Alignment 
leaders must realize that concession 
to the Orthodox would result in 
opposition among the public, 
and that it would thus be advisable 
to set up a limited coalition, which 
on primary issues would be assured 
of a Knesset majority in any case. 
Such a limited coalition would sure- 
ly be preferable to a continuation 
of ‘the present arrangement, if its 
price is to be religious coercion.” 
Hatzofe (Nat'l Religious) says: 
“Tf the Aligument and the Likud 
could come to terms on the estab- 
lishment of a national emergency 
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government, and if ithere were a 
positive response to the religious 
community’s demand to amend the 
Law of Return, a government coali- 
‘tion. could be formed which had the 
support of the majority of the Jew- 
ish people. However, with the Align- 
ment and the Likud mot wanting 
to enter into partnership, and since 
the Alignment refuses to have the 
concept ‘according to Halacha’ ap- 
pended to there does 
not seem to be any way out.
